ports. 
The prime place among develop- 
ment towns is occupied by Jeru- 
salem, which now has about 
10,000 industrial employees. Another 
1,000 are expected to be employed 
in {Industry by the end of 1971. In- 
deed, some of the development areas 
are already approaching a stage 
in which no more special incen- 
tives will be required for their in- 
dustrial progress. 

On the other hand, 9 number of 
new towns are ‘being added to the 
list, such as Hebron (where an in- 
dustrial estate of 2,500 sq.m. is al- 
ready being built, and negotiations 
re under way with a number of 
potential imvestors), and a few 
Druse and Arab villages which are 
also starting to take an active inte- 
rest in industry (in particular tex- 
tile plants for unemployed female 
labour, but also in other products).

Their visit here last weck was the 
third time for each of them: Com- 
mander Chamte had been in Israel 
last in 1964, Commander Schlossberg 
only last year. 

Although the day I spoke to 
them was before they had made 
most of the now obligatory grand 
tour expected of offictal visitors — 
including Sharm e-Sheikh and the 
Golan Heights—they let me know how 
profoundly affected they were by 
what they had already seen. Com- 
mander Schlossberg needed no en- 
courapment to voice his admiration 
for the country and its people, par- 
tdeularly the young people, boys and 
girls, he had inspected a: an Air 
Force and at a Chen base, With a 
nudge from his aide, ex-Ciimmander 
Aldon James, a gregarious Virgin- 
jan, Commander Chamie too was 
moved to record his deep respect 
for the peaple of Israel, their dedi- 
cation to the country and apprecia- 
tion of its Zouls. 


Committed to survival 


The two national commanders 
were here in what was described by 
the Foreign Ministry as a joint dele- 
gation, for talks with Israel's 
leaders.

200,000 Jewish war veterans, with 
a ladies' auxiliary of about 35.000, 
put it. Commander Chamie, whose 
Legion numbers over five million, 
with a ladies' auxiliary of over 2 
million, would merely say he was 
glad to. have Commander Schloss- 
berg around. He had himself ar- 
rived in Israe} in the course of a 
tour of the Legion's “foreign de- 
partments" in the Mediterranean 
area Italy and Greece. Com- 
mander Schlossherg had come from 
an audience with the Pope, on mat- 
ters concerning Israel and Russian 
Jewry, and he was returning to 
Europe soon for high-level talks in 
Paris and London, 

Both Commanders left no doubt 
that. they, ‘and’ ‘fielr' organizations, 
were committed to Israel's survival 
us the one bastion of democracy in 
the Middle East, which they 
thought fully merited’ American 
concern and support. J.W.V. is, of 
course, @ member of the Confer- 
ence of Presidents of the Major 
Jewish Organizations in the U.S., 
and its stand on Israel hardly re« 
quires elaboration. raef, said 
Commander Schlossberg. was “a 
shot in the arm to Judaism,” and 
“cement in the backbone of every 
Jew.” 

He fully endorsed the text of a 
resolution, passed hy the National 
Executive Committee of the Amer- 


fean Legion, on May 6, on the situa- 
tion in the Middie East, which Com- 
mander Chamie had presented to 
Prime Minister Golda Meir at 
thelr joint meeting with her last 
Wednesday. The resolution urged 
the U.S. Congress and the Pres- 
ident — 

“to continue to ensure Isracl’s 

survival by providing the arms 

mecessary for its defence ond do 
everything possible to assist the 

Arab states and Ysrae] to reach a 

definitive, peaceful, political set- 

tlement of their differences.” 
The arms to be supplied to Israel 
pending a settlement should be “of 
the mos; advanced type,” sufficient 
to “maintain the military balance 
of power in the Middle East,” the 
Legion resolution added. 

Not surprisingly for so staunchly 
anti-Communist orgamzation az the 
American Legion, the resolution also 
noted that “the threat of rcnewed 
warfare (in the areal is dangerous- 
ly heightened, if not actually instiga- 
ted, ly the Soviet Union's provision 
of modern weaponry to Arah com- 
batants and refusal to join in a 
total arms embargo in the Middle 
East.” 

Commander Chamie said it would 
aow be for the Leglon‘s legislative 
committees — he declined toa call 
them lobhies — to bring the resolu- 
tion ta the attention of the Con- 
gress and the White House. He did 
not need to add that, judging by 
historical experience, both might be 
expected to lend their ears to the 
vigorous voice of the American 
Legion, Standing politically some- 
what right of centre, the Legion 
has never hesitated to throw its 
enormous weight behind causes it 
had deemed worthy and merited. 


Slars of Mark Twain 


Commander Schlossberg had pre- 
sented the Prime Minister with a 
medallion commemorating the 
JIW.V.’s T5th anniversary this year. 
The Jewish War Veterans, he told 
this reporter, had been founded 
back in 1896, years before the Leg- 
ion which arose from the ashes of 
World War I, by a group of for- 
mer Civil War soldiers, under the 
name of the Hebrew Veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The 
original purpose was to defend 
Jewish honour against the slurs of 
Mark Twain, of all people, who 
had charged Jewish servicemen in 
the U.S. Army with always seek- 
ing — and getting -- the cushy 
non-combetant assignments. The 
famed humourist was later forced 
to retract his unfunny anti-Semitic 
libel — but in the meantime, the 
Hebrew Veterans were on the 
march." Today, . 
Schlossberg, there is Israel, of 
course, to vindicate Jewry’s military 
honour. 

The two Commanders, accom- 
panied by ex-Commander James, and 
Mr. Norman Kahn, a Legion aide, 
also paid visits to Chief of Staff 
Rav-Aluf Haim Bar-Lev, and For- 
eign Abbe Eban.. 

The J.W.V. Commander was proud 
to point out the role his patriotic 
organization was playing in helping 
Israel. The leader of no other Jew- 
ish group in the U.S., he said, was 
privileged to have been invited for a 
private discussion with President 
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US. war vets express support 


Nixon, as he had been in November 
of last year, in the course of which 
he had raised the issues of Israel's 
security and the plight of Russian 
Jewry. Commander Schlossberg had 
been careful to stress to the Presi- 
dent the crucial difference between 
the situation in South-East Asia — 
where he supported the Administra- 
tion's policies—and the Middle East, 
where the U.S. and the Soviet Usion 
were now “eyebail-to-eyeball,” and 
where the American interest dicta- 
ted active support for Israel. 


The President had responded 
with the assurance that he was 
vitally concerned with both issues, 
and the Commander was certain 
that the commutation of the death 
sentences in the first Leningrad 
trial last year came about partly 
as a result of Mr. Nixon's quiet 
diplomacy in this matter. 


Asked what eriticisms they had 
to make of Israel, Commander 
Chamie replied he had absolutely 
none. Commander Schlossberg, ad- 
mitted that, knowledgeable as he 
thought he had been, he was 
startled by the “pitifully small" 
pay of Israel's enlisted men 
and women, and distressed by the 
lack of sufficient rest homes for 
Israeli soldiers. But this was really 
no criticism of Israel, he empha- 
sized: rather it was a:clarion cail 
to the Jewish War Veterans of 
America to redouble their efforts 
on Israel's behalf. The J.W.V.. he 
noted, had already pledged $250,000 
towards the construction of ἃ sol- 
diers’ rest home in Beersheba, and 
would bring the project to com- 
pletion with the help of Jewish 
veterans’ groups in other countries. 


Both Commanders were grateful 
for the gracious and warm recep- 
tion they — and thelr wives -—— had 
encountered everywhere on their 
visit, and voiced the hope of a 
longer and more lelsurely tour ext 
time.

Arad Chemicals’ future

Talks due to start next month 
between American and Israeli part- 
ners about the future of their joint 
venture, Arad Chemicals, may re- 
sult in a buy-out of the U.S. hold- 
ing by the Israel Government. 

Questioned about this on Friday, 
Mr. Yaacov Ben-Yehuda, head of Is- 
rae] Chemicals (which holds the Is- 
rael Government's shares in the enter- 
prise), was emphatic on two points: 
first, there is no crisis in relations 
with Madera (the other partner, 
subsidiary of a big American con- 
cern); second, the issue under dis- 
cussion is not primarily the extra 
construction costs, 

The investment, supposed to be 
$38m., has in fact cost 10 per cent 
more, or $41.8m. Deficit in the run- 
ning-in phase of two or three years 
‘is reckoned at $4m. However, a 
booming world market for phospho- 
ric acid offers favourable commer- 
εἰδὴ prospects, 

Main difficulties are of another 
Kind, concerning Madera itself, ac- 
cording to non-official sources. The 
American company apparently suf- 
fers from a shortage of liquidity 
and has been withdrawing from 
other foreign projects. Israelis are 
having second thoughts about the 
utility of such an outside participa- 
tion anyway — since most of the 
capital and know-how are Israeli, 
and Madera offers no marketing 
outlets. 

Longer term difficulties are not 


unfamiliar in partnerships of this 
Bort between the public sector and 
private enterprise. A private in- 
vestor wants to see a quick return 
on his placement, that is, would 
like to make merchandise for sale. 
The Israeli authorities do not fa- 
vour exporting an intermediate pro- 
duct and prefer to give it additional 
processing, which means renewed in- 
vestment, more jobs for the labour 
force and a higher price for a more 
complex end-product — but also 
imposes longer waiting time. 

It appears that Madera may be 
reluctant to invest more, or be 
drawn into a succession of Israeli 
ventures, each one supplying an in- 
put for the next. Israel Chemicals is 
working on a new master plan for 
industrial development, in which 
(among other things} much of the 
phosphoric acid made in Arad will 
be used to manufacture other goods, 
instead of being exported. 

Mr, Ben-Yehuda allowed himself 
only the following comment., It is 
generally better, he sald, to let the 
Public sector develop the primary 
phases of an industry, because that 
can become the infra-structure for 
the manufacture of consumer goods 
or other end-products. Private ca- 
pital should be mobilized for the 
latter phase --- the creation of the 
end-products. “And when we have 
completed the chain of development, 
and are making saleable end-pro- 
ducts, then private interests may 
even be attracted to bidding for 


the whole complex,” he stated.
